As  part  of  this 
dual  mission,  the  FBI  creates  and  maintains  records  on  various  subjects;  however,  the  FBI  does  not  maintain  records  on 
every  person,  subject,  or  entity.

(U)  Black  Identity  Extremists  (BiEs)  use  force  or  violence  in  violation  of  criminal  law  in  response 
to  perceived  racism  and  injustice  in  American  society  and  some  do  so  in  furtherance  of 
establishing  a  separate  black  homeland  or  autonomous  black  social  institutions,  communities, 
or  governing  organizations  within  the  United  States.  This  desire  for  physical  or  psychological 
separation  is  typically  based  on  either  a  religious  or  political  belief  system,  which  is  sometimes 
formed  around  or  includes  a  belief  in  racial  superiority  or  supremacy.  Retaliation  and

(U)  Disclaimer:  Domestic  extremists  employ  a  number  of  indicators,  some  of  which  may  be 
criminal  and  others  which  may  constitute  the  exercise  of  rights  guaranteed  by  the  US
